COMING GUINNESS 
PAYMENT

De the past few days the £1 Stock 


Units of Arthur Guinness, Son and 

Co. have been a dull market on the 
Stock Exchange, in view of the interim divi- 
dend statement which is expected 2 day 
now. What the payment will be is anybody’s 
guess, but it is worth taking a look at the 
company's past record. 

About this time last year Stock Exchange 
markets were somewhat, pleasarftly surprised 
when a cut of 1 per cent, in the interim divi- 
dend was announced; for a 2 per cent. reduc- 
tion would have caused no astonishment. It 
will be remembered that the interim of 11 
per cent. was followed by a final of the same 
amount, together with a bonus of 3 per cent., 
making 25 per cent. for the year, compared 
with 26 for the preceding twelve months.

DIFFICULTIES 
— 


The difficulties experienced by the Irish 
wool trade were referred to at the annual 
dinner of the members of the Irish Wool 
Federation held in the Clarence Hotel, 
Dublin, last night. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘The Federation,” 
Alderman Alfred Byrne, T.D., said that many 
difficulties had had to be overcome in the 
ast year, and, while he congratulated their 

resident on the way these difficulties had 
been met, he was afraid that there would 
be many more obstacles to be faced in the 
coming year. Their business, especially their 
export trade, depended on shipping, and 
there was trouble about securing ships. He 
understood that there was no space on any 
American ships at present to carry goods 
to Ireland. All their space was required 
for other purposes. When these ships were 
going back to America, however, it was 
quite possible that, with a little organisa- 
tion, arrangements could be made to carry 
goods from Ireland, and so help build up a 
bigger market in America. 

en to the food situation, Alderman 
Byrne said that the Government was at 
present engaged in a “grow more food 
campaign, and he hoped sincerely that the 
people all over the country would hearken 


to this — 

Responding to the toast, the President, 
Mr. M. Cahill, Tuam, said that they had 
been successful in disposing of most of the 
wool offered up to the present.

G did not, realise at, the time the 
magnitude of his undertaking, that he was 
literally entering on a life’s task, one that 
was to absorb almost all the leisure of his 
days, such was the complexity and difficulty 
entailed in the collation and sifting of the 
textual evidence of one-hundred-and-fifty 
poems transmitted in a large number of 
manuscripts of varying dates. In bringing 
this huge work to happy completion a few 
years ago, he expressed the hope that some 
day another scholar would publish an edition 
of both A and verse together, and that 
he would himself be satisfied if what he 
modestly described as his attempt to prepare 
the ground should prove of some assistance 
towards this end. It may, however, con- 
fidently be said that Gwynn’s edition, a monu- 
ment of research and sound scholarship, will 
outlive more than one generation. Certainly, 
few will be able to improve upon his felicitous 
translation, m which he managed, by the 
exercise of his literary skill, to bring out 
whatever there was of poetry in these metrical 
compositions. 

As a relief from this seemingly endless 
task, which he once admitted well-nigh over- 
whelmed him, Gwynn turned to a quite 
different class of documents, those bearing 
on early monastic discipline, which, indeed, 
he was the first to bring to light. His masterly 
edition and translation of the Old-Irish 
Penitential, based on St. Cummean Fota and 
Theodore of: Canterbury, also of related texts 
connected with Mael Ruain of Tallaght, 

roved, though transmitted in comparatively 
late manuscripts, a valuable and wholly un- 
expected addition to our stock of pure Old- 
Irish. : 


STUDIES A RECREATION 


Another work which owes much to Gwynn’s 
untiring industry is his revision of Dr. 
Abbott s ‘ Catalogue of the Irish MSS. in 
the Library of Trinity College. The labour 
expended on this indispensable source-book, 
and the wide knowledge ‘displayed in the 
| identification of so heterogeneous a mass of 
documents, can best be appreciated by those 
who have endeavoured to catalogue a single 
one of these Irish miscellanies. That he was 
able to achieve so much solid work despite 
the other many and exacting claims upon 
him is nothing short of marvellous; for it 
must be remembered that he was never at 
any period a whole-time Irish scholar. 
These studies, he once declared, were in the 
nature of a recreation, a refreshment of mind 
and body. And when at length ill-health 
compelled him to retire from active life and 
participation in the doings of others, he did 
not abandon. his Irish studies, but continued 
them up to the sg end, even when failing 
strength permitted him little more than an 
hour daily. He knew that he was working 
against time, and said so. 

His indomitable spirit sustained him as he 
struggled with an obscure and cryptic Old- 
Irish tract on the Privileges and Responsi- 
bilities of Poets,’’ another of his discoveries. 
He had the satisfaction of seeing the main 
body of this work published shortly before 
Christmas in the current number of rin 
When death suddenly intervened he was 
anxiously striving to complete the notes and 
translation which must now be left to the 
care of another. His work, it can be said, 
bears at all times the impress of his character 
and his fine literary taste. II est trés 
distingué.”’ said an eminent Celtic scholar 
impressively, on meeting him for the first 
time at the conclusion of the’ Great War; 


the man—distinction. It pervaded every- 
thing he wrote, even the most trifling com- 
munication. 

As a scholar his modesty was a constant 
surprise and wonder to his friends, for he 
rarely alluded to his own publications, and 
seemed scarcely to expect any notice to be 
taken of his work. or the true scholar’s 
life,as he conceived of it, was service rather 
than personal attainment, He has laid aside 
these studies for ever, and Irish students 
everywhere will mourn his loss. Those who 
had the privilege of his friendship—and it 
was a privilege—will remember always his 
gracious personality, his blue-grey eyes, at 
times twinkling with humour; 2 refined 
voice and the gentle touch of his hand on 
one’s arm as he emphasised some deep con- 
viction.

CORK LEADS IN 
WHEAT-GROWING 


MINISTER PRAISES 
COUNTY FARMERS 
— — 

From Our CornresPponvDeEnt. 


CORK, Wednesday. 
S PEAKING at a luncheon given in his 


honour in Cork to-day in connection 
with the All-Ireland Junior Ploughing 
Ryan, Minister for 
Agriculture, praised the farmers of County 
Cork. Tne Minister was responding to the 
toast of his health, and, returning thanks for 
his cordial reception, he referred to the 
loughing match as a most important event. 
t was to the national interest that the candi- 
dates’ pride in their work should continue, 
because it was the most important type of 
work that could be undertaken, especially at 
present. 

He did not think it necessary in Cork to go 
into the big question of the country’s needs 
at present, because the Cork men knew of it, 
and Cork men were wise in many ways—in 
particular they were wise about their own 
country. They produced last year one-fifth 
of the total wheat produced in this country. 
That was a really remarkable achievement for 
one county, and even in the matter of per- 
centage of arable land under cultivation they 
were in the lead with 4.5 per cent. under 
wheat. If the whole country had the same 
percentage we would have quite sufficient 
wheat for our needs. / 


CAPABLE CORKMEN 


I expect,“ said the Minister, that Cork 
will do even more this year, and from what 
I hear I am sure it will. Apart from wheat, 
we want more of all the other feeding-stuffs, 
and I feel sure Cork will maintain its lead, 
and won’t let other counties catch up on it 
in the matter of the percentage of land put 
under wheat and other crops. Those of us 
who are not from Cork are aware that Cork 
men are capable of keeping a lead when they 
have gained it in many walks of life in this 
country.” 

The Lord Mayor of Cork (Alderman W. 
Desmond), who presided, cordially welcomed 
the Minister. Like Dr. Ryan, he would like 
to see all engaged in agriculture tilling as 
much land as possible in the coming season, 
and growing as much potatoes and other 
necessary food crops as possible. - 

Mr. B. Cooney said that it was a splendid 
augury for the future to see members of 
various political parties round the table. No 
matter what happened in the past, he felt 
sure that when things became normal again 
Dr. Ryan would not forget that Cork County 
was doing ite full share in the national effort 
to speed the plough. 

Mr. T. T. O'Sullivan, T. D., joined in the 
tributes to the Minister, and asked Dr. Ryan, 
when considering the question of tillage, to 
give very favourable consideration to the 
applications of the men who depended on 
man-power to turn the soil.

The Coming Offensive 

Mystery continues to surround the plans 
of the Axis Powers for their spring 
offensive. Nobody doubts that such an 
offensive is more or less imminent. During 
the winter months the Germans have had 
time to make thorough preparations ; and, 
while nobody knows where they will strike, 
everybody is convinced that they will 
strike somewhere. Since the beginning of 
the winter, however, the smooth working 
of Herr Hitler’s programme has been 
disturbed to some extent by the mis- 
fortunes that have befallen the Italians. 
It has been stated with some show of 
authority that Herr Hitler and his 
generals never really approved of Signor 
Mussolini's ili-fated attack on Greece. It 
is true that the Italian invasion took place 
immediately after the meeting in Florence 
between Signor Mussolini and Herr Hitler, 
and one must assume that the Fuehrer at 
least was aware of his colleague's inten- 
tions; but the German High Command is 
understood to have known that Italy's 
fighting forces were not particularly 
efficient, and there is a widespread belief 
that Signor Mussolini's expedition against 
the Greeks was frowned upon by the 
German ‘generals. Even the harshest 
critics of the Duce’s rashness hardly can 
have anticipated the complete failure of 
his expedition. The little Greek army has 
covered itself with glory, emulating the 
historic feats of the Finns against Soviet 
Russia twelve months ago. Despite suc- 
cessive changes in the Italian High 
Command in Albania, Italy’s armies have 
been forced to retreat almost continuously ; 
and, but for the gallantry of individual 
units, they already might have been driven 
out of Southern Albania. In Africa the 
Italian forces have had even more 
humiliating experiences. Last September 
Marshal Graziani decided to invade Egypt 
from Libya, having expelled the British 
from Somaliland. After a whirlwind cam- 
paign the Italians now have been driven 
out of Cyrenaica. Quite possibly, they 
will be forced to withdraw from Tripoli- 
tania. They are retreating rapidly in 
Eritrea, and the latest reports from 
Abyssinia indicate that their tenure of the

Several months ago, before Italy had 
embarked on her military adventures, 
efforts were made by the Axis leaders 
to persuade General Franco to bring Spain 


efforts failed because, while the Caudillo 
was deeply sympathetic with the ‘‘ Axis” 
cause, he knew that the Spanish people 
were sick of fighting, and had no desire 
to turn their country into an international 
cockpit. If General Franco would not join 
the Axis six months ago, d fortiori he 
will be unlikely to join it now. Of course, 
nobody can predict anything with certainty 
in this war; but we should imagine that 
Signor Mussolini would need to offer some 
extremely strong inducement to the 
Spaniards before they would consent either 
to enter the war as belligerents or to give 
the Italians and Germans the use of their 
Mediterranean ports. Nevertheless, for 
obvious reasons, Herr Hitler is anxious 


In the East everything seems to point to 
an early offensive by the Germans through 
Bulgaria. According to recent reports, 
some twenty-five new German divisions 
have arrived in Rumania, bringing the 
total number of German troops along the 
Danube to about half a million. Some 
forty troop trains are said to be passing 
daily through Hungary, and large 
quantities of French equipment, including 
motorised vehicles, are reported to be 
arriving on the banks of the Danube. An 
invasion of Bulgaria towards the Turkish 
border almost certainly would be regarded 
in Ankara as a casus belli. The Germans, 
true to their old prej udice against a war 
on two fronts, are anxious, if possible, to 
avoid a campaign against the Turks; and 
it is suggested now that they may confine 
their occupation of Bulgaria to the western 
portion of that Kingdom, and make a 
determined onslaught upon Salonika, 
leaving Turkey for the moment in peace. 
The possibilities are as varied as they are 
interesting. One person's guess probably 
is as good as another's; but there can be 
small doubt that an intensification of the 
German offensive against Great Britain 
will be accompanied by some form of 
diversion in the Balkans. From the naval 
and military point of view, Italy has 
become a liability rather than an asset to 
the German Reich; but her strategie posi- 
tion is of vital importance, and Herr 
Hitler may be trusted to do everything 
possible to turn it to the best account. 


Irish. Entertainment 

In the first days of September, 1939, we 
ventured to prophesy that, if the war 
should bring benefit to nobody else in 
Ireland, it would prosper the native enter- 
tainment industry. The prophecy has 
proved itself correct. Irish entertainment 
has been given a splendid opportunity, has 
made much of it, and, if this country 
remains clear of war, will make more. It 
must be quite a while now since an 
organised show came to a Dublin 
theatre from England. We may regret the 
loss of some of these visitors—in par- 
ticular, the operatic companies, which were 
in a position to give a season extend- 
ing over weeks—but the loss, by and large, 
has been balanced amply by the gain to 
Irish artists. The Abbey Theatre, of 
‘course, is always with us, and the Gate 
Theatre, in its two manifestations, is 
rooted so deeply that it has become an 
Irish institution ; but, in addition, a dozen 
amateur companies, which might have 
thought themselves lucky to obtain a 
theatre for an evening’s performance before 
the war, are able to attract good houses 
for a week's “run” nowadays—and to 
attract them on their own merits. In the 
field both of grand and of light opera Irish 
companies have had a chance to display 
themselves with new extravagance, while 
the Irish Ballet Club’s strikingly successful 
production last Sunday suggests that an 
opening is available for really well pro- 
duced work in this increasingly popular 


sphere of art. As for revue and panto- 


mime, Dublin now supplies virtually all 
its own needs and those of the smaller 
towns. It must be admitted that, in 
regard to music, the city still lags; yet 
the Royal Dublin Society has begun to 
replace imported by Irish celebrities,“ 
and musical recitals by native artists 
command a better following than of yore. 
All this progress reflects credit on the 
artists. Dublin has a reputation for 
spending money on entertainment, bu‘ it 
also has a reputation for despising home 
talent, and it would not give a welcome to 
native performers if it did not feel that 
they were good in themselves. There was 
a tendency in the old days to assume that 
everything coming from England or further 
afield was automatically excellent, and 
that everything produced within the shores 
of Ireland was automatically inferior. The 
charge, too often, was true; but, as a 
result of the general attitude, good Irish 
shows often were damned undeservedly, 
while poor shows from across the Channel 
provoked applause. The absence of English, 
and the development of Irish, entertain- 
ment has introduced a more intelligent 
attitude, : : 
Irish productions are, judged nowadays 
upon their merits; by their merits it is 


decided whether they shall prosper or die.

essential is, however, that an increasingly 
high standard shall be set for our 
home productioris, both professional and 
amateur. The sins of producers and 
players must not be forgiven merely 
because they are Irish; if so, the standard 
never will be reached. Let a good per- 


ance condemned: only so will progress be 
made. Dublin is not a large city as cities 


are reckoned; but its theatre-going 
population is considerable, and its 


good concerts could be given with any 
regularity. Certainly what we may 
describe as the entertainment-seeking 
population is amply substantial enough 
not merely to provide audiences for a great 
deal of decent work, but to call its own 
tune in respect of quality. It was not— 
for many years before the war, at all 
events—a critical public; it must be a 
critical public in the future. It is all 
very well to give a kindly, tolerant 


yet found their feet; but, if those com- 
panies fail to find their feet after the first 
three or four opportunities, there is no 
reason why they should be pardoned. With 
certain notable exceptions, this country’s 
providers of entertainment before the war 
were inferior to their counterparts else- 
where.

Table Shelters 


It was announced in the House of 
Commons recently that provision was being 
made íor table shelters to be used in 
the home. The table shelter is the 
newest, and, in many ways, the most 
efficient form of air-raid shelter. It con- 
sists of a débris- proof, steel covered table. 
In the ordinary way it can be used as a 
diningroom table for meals; in the case 
of air raids it can be used as an effective 
air-raid shelter. The size of the shelter 
is about four feet by six feet, and the floor 
of it is sprung to provide a comfortable 
spring mattress. The shelter will accom- 
modate, according to reports, two adults 
and one child, or two adults and two small 
children. The four sides of the table 
shelter are covered with detachable steel 
cage-like trellis work which is designed to 
prevent débris from entering it laterally. 
The top is made particularly strong, and 
will withstand anything except & direct 
hit; it will, we read, be proof even 
against the collapse of a two-storey house 
on top of it. The shelter costs about £8— 
possibly less—but it will be supplied free 
to anybody with a salary of under £350 a 
year. Of course, nobody who already has 
a shelter, or even has a share in an 
adjacent shelter, will be issued with one 
of these table shelters. Distribution also 
will be limited to areas where the risk of 
bombs is greatest. It is expected that the 
shelters will be ready for delivery about 
the end of March. This new type of 
shelter seems to be a great improvement 
on many of the older types, although it 
has some smal! disadvantages. The owners 
would not be troubled with water in the 
shelter, and they would be able to sleep 
in perfect comfort without the fear of 
catching a cold. On the other hand, the 
new shelter is not a very graceful affair, 
and, while it is one thing to have an un- 
gainly edifice out in the garden, it is 
another to spoil the appearance of the 
room by its presence. Of course, if it were 
the most effective method of shelter from 
the night raiders one could’ overlook its 
disadvantages. It has, however, many 
drawbacks even as an air-raid shelter. The 
main fault is the fact that it is far too 
small. Many families consist of more 
than two adults and one child, and to 
overcrowd so small a shelter would be un- 
‘hygienic as well as uncomfortable. An 
article which is intended to perform two 
functions usually runs the risk of per- 
forming neither of them successfully. 
Whether or not the shelter will be com- 
pletely satisfactory, it is extremely 
comforting to see that the Government is 
doing all in its power to provide the 
people with some kind of shelters in the 
coming struggle. Here in Ireland we could 
do with some of the table shelters. It is 
true that we are not at war yet; but we 
never can be sure if, and when, war is 
coming, and the air-raid shelters of the 
city are, as we have pointed out on several 
other occasions, grossly inadequate,

PLEASANT MEMORIES 


AY I add a word in support of 
M Nichevo's statement that the 
late Dr. E. J. Gwynn was not by 
any means a cold man?

The drift back to the 
metropolis soon started. Some children 
were back at home within a few weeks, 
and in a few months most of them had 
returned, and a new scheme for registration 
and evacuation was e into operation. 
Now that London and other large centres 
have experienced destructive raids, more 
children are staying in the reception areas. 
The principle of compulsion mentioned in 
Eire has been considered here, and thought 
to be on the point of operating when the 
last evacuation scheme was started ; but so 
far it has not proved necessary, though 
there is no doubt that it would be adopted 
should there be any considerable return of 
the children to London. 


Curfew Likely for Motors 


The recent census of motor cars in 
London is being followed by similar 
investigations as to the cars using the 
roads in other parts of the country. The 
particulars give details of the cars in use 
during twenty-four hours, and it is believed 
that they are preparatory to the introduc- 
tion of new restrictions on private 
motorists, which will include a curfew. 
For various reasons it is held to be un- 
desirable for so many private cars to be 
on the roads after dark. There is a g 
deal of military traffic on the roads at 
night, and a reduction in the number of 
private cars would not only facilitate the 
progress of Army cars, but there would 
also be less petrol consumed and road 
mishaps should be fewer. The pro

necessity of leaving their houses, and tha 
demand for them is likely to be consider. 
able not only in London, but in other parts 
of the country. The full details of the 
shelters were only made known last night, 
but. inquiries were already being received 
by the local authorities to-day, and 
applications are being registered so that 
distribution may be made in the order of 
application. The income limit for free 
distribution has been placed at £250 a 
year, but endeavours are to be made to 
inducé the Government to increase it to 

It is suggested that the income 
limit is too rigid, and that, if free dis- 
tribution for those with £400 a vear cannot 
be made, there should be a scheme for a 
modified payment, so that those with 
incomes slightly above the limit may not 
have to pay the entire cost of the shelters. 
and it is hoped that the Government will 
be able to accede to this suggestion. 


IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Civil Service Comfort 


When I think of civil servants in their 
offices I think of luxury—that is, com- 
fortable chairs, well polished tables, 
neatly arranged paper knives and pins. 
with, perhaps, pastoral scenes framed and 
placed discreetly on the walls. 

I have had a bad shock. A few days 
ago I went along to Westland row to 
learn something about the evacuation 
schemes about which we shall be hearing 
a lot later. The place of appointment 
with Mr. Moylan was in a house lately 
taken over to serve as administrative 
headquarters or something of that sort. 

Taken over” is the right phrase; for 
rarely have I seen or felt so much empti- 
ness in any one room. A long table and 
a few chairs made up the furniture. Some 
amateur decorators had been at work on 
the ceiling, on which there were great 
splashes of vivid blue-wash, giving a 
macabre effect to the place. 

I have the greatest appreciation of civil 
servants, except the long-fingered gentle- 
men who show more interest in my money 
than is decent, and, therefore, I would 
suggest that the attention of the Board 
of Works might be directed to that house 
in Westland row, so that the civil servants 
working there for the comfort of our 
children in certain circumstances may 
have a little comfort themselves. 


Informality 


I suppose that lack of comfort engenders 
informality, kills the stiff shirt idea and 
all that; for in Westland row I saw civil 
servants who smoked cigarettes in office 
hours and talked about the work on hand. 
(Maybe it was because I am a newspaper- 
man !) 

These men have a big task before them; 
for I cannot see much fun in registering 
every child in Dublin and Dun Laoghaire 
for removal to safer areas should it be 


necessary. On top of that, there are scores 


of points to be followed up, such as inspec- 
tion of reception areas, arranging for food 
supplies in the emergency, looking after 
education. and genera] comfort and health 
of the children. 

t me pay a tribute to our civil servints. 
Fifteen hundred of them have forfeited 
much of their spare time within recent 
weeks to get this organisation into condi- 
tion. Mr. Moylan, who is at the head of 
the organisation, knows what good work 
has been done and is not slow to give 
praise.

“The Witness” 


The closing down of that famous Belfast 
ecclesiastical weekly, The Witness, reminds 
me of a story the late Jimmy Good used 
to tell. 

At the tum of the century the bulk of 
the contributors were clergymen, whose 
literary style scarcely ever met with the 
approval of the then foreman prniter, who 
could usually be heard snorting about 
what he described as ‘‘th’ effusions o' thon 
amachoo-ir journalists.”’ 

On one occasion one of these amateur 
journalists, flying higher intd rhetoric 
than usual, wrote in an obituary of a 
colleague that he had been for 25 years 
a watcher on Zion’s hills’’—which, no 
doubt, he felt proud of as a euphemism 
for the plain fact that the gentleman in 
question had for 25 years been a Methodist 
clergyman. 

By some mischance the printer set it up 
that the gentleman had for 25 years been a 
‘‘watchman”’ on Zion’s Hills. This was 
then corrected by the proof-reader (a man 
of vast geographical knowledge if ever 
there was one) into he was for 25 rears 
a watchman at Sion Mills.“ 

When the proof at last reached the 
foreman printer, he exploded. ‘‘ You'd 
think,“ he exclaimed; the whole world 
knew where Sion Mills was.” : 

Whereupon he himself corrected the 
proof. so that, when the obituary final!y 
appeared, it contained the statement that 
the late Rev. Mr. had “for 25 vears 
been a watchman at Sion Mills, County 
Tyrone. 


Hiring Fairs 


The “Hiring Fair“ is rapidly dis- 
appearing from the Irish country towns, 
but such markets still take place in some 
districts, and I was interested to read of 
one held in Ballybay a week or two ago. 

On certain dates—how, or by whom, thev 
are fixed I could never discover—boys and 
girls who are to enter farm service appear 
in the market” and are inspected be 
prospective employers. The periods of 
service vary in different districts; but, 
apparently, the usual term in and around 
County Monaghan is six months. 

Expert ploughmen and charge hands, 
engaging for the six months at the Bally- 
bay Fair, were being accepted for service 
at rates varying between £18 and £27. 
The report which I have before me then 
continues: “ Boys fetched £13 to £15, and 
girls, who were scarce, £12 to £15 10s.”.

DANUBE ICE BLOCKADE

Spring-like weather arrived in the Balkans 
yesterday, and, although it is expected to 
give way to winter conditions again within

Diplomatic circles assume that the Germans, 
in the event of their occupying Bulgaria, will 
adopt methods likely to cause the least alarm 
to Bulgaria’s neighbours. It is also possible 
that, to avoid provoking Turkey, the German 
occupation might be restri to Western 
Bulgaria, from which the Germans could 
threaten Salonika in the event of the Greeks 
resisting their pressure to make peace with 
Italy. That would create a military problem 
directly interesting the British, Greeks and 
Jugoslavs rather than the Turks. 

Should Germany advance into Eastern 
Bulgaria towards the Turkish frontiers, the 
question arises whether the Turks should or 
should not advance some way to meet them, 
and there are circles which consider that, 
in any case, the Allies should make a move 
into Bulgaria from Thrace before Bulgaria 
is completely filled up by Germans. It 1 
assumed in this connection that neither the 
British nor the Turkish General Staffs want 
any action taken which would jeopardise the 
defence of the Straits, and that the Turkish 
Army's main strength is in the defensive 
rather than the offensive. 


TURKS’ VIEW OF BULGARIA 


Decisions on this point depend, however, 
upon what forces the British have available 
for the Balkans front. The severance by 
Britain of diplomatic relations with Rumania 
is interpreted here as a warning that Bulgaria 
will not escape war by surrendering to 
Germany. It is noticeable, however, that 
Turkish opinion to-day gives up Bulgaria for 
Ost. 

Although it is still got convinced that a 
German march into Bulgaria is imminent, 
the Turkish Government has already made 
it clear that such a German occupation 
would be considered an invasion of the 
Turkish zone of secarity.

‘LONG-RANGE GUNS 
IN ACTION

A south-east coast area in Britain was 
shelled by long-range guns from across the 
Channel early yesterday afternoon. Shortly 
before 12.30 a loud explosion, resembling the 
discharge of a heavy calibre gun, was hee! 
followed within the next twenty .ninutes by 
two more similar explosions. Large pieces of 
shrapnel were afterwards found in the area. 
A woman found a piece weighing fJb. on the 
road at a spot which she had just rassed. Jr 
was still warm when removed by the wardens 
whom she votified. 

Shells exploded in the air over the town. 
Soon after one o'clock a police car toured the 
area and advised people to take cover and 
remain under cover until further instructions, 
One shell exploded in a garden, making a 
deep hole in the ground and partly 
demolishing an Anderson shelter. Two of the 
houses were badly damaged by shrapnel, and 
the windows of others were shattered. 

One of the houses badly damaged was 
unoccupied, but in the other Mr. and Mrs. 
Pile, the occupiers, who had been temporarily 
living away, were paying a day’s visit to 
inspect their furniture. Both he and his wife 
escaped injury. Another house is reported to 
have been damaged by a shell which exploded 
further inland. 

A man’s decision to visit his doctor saved 
his life. Having been on night duty, he was 
sleeping during the day, but rose earlier than 
usual to go to the doctor. An hour after 
he had left the bedroom it was wrecked by 
a shell. Four people at lunch in a house 
that was hit were unhurt, the shell striking 
a wall on the other side of the building.

resort to the rigmarole of dubious legalistic 
interpretations. Emphasising the difficulty 
of the shipping position, he urged in parti- 
cular that the United States should provide 
Great Britain with five or ten destroyers 
every month, which she could do without 
weakening her own strength, since the 
American yards are now turning out de- 
stroyers at more than that rate. Credits, he 
said, however large, would not meet the 
case, since many of the things most urgently 
required—such as destroyers ready for action 
cannot be bought for money. To the objec- 
tion that to give help in this way would be 
to risk involving the United States in the 
war, he replied that the real danger lay in 
not making American aid effective enough. 
In order to promote the speedy passage 
of the bill by non-partisan and almost unani- 
mous vote, he urged that the Democratic 
majority should agree to amendments which, 
while not interfering with its effectiveness, 
would eliminate any unnecessary extensions 
of the President’s authority. 

After giving his evidence before the Com- 
mittee, Mr. Willkie had a conference “ith 
Mr. Roosevelt lasting for more than an hour 
and a half, and this must be regarded as 
having unusual ne in view of the 
estrangement inevitably caused by some of 
the features of the recent election campai:n. 
An arrangement on the lines suggested by 
Mr. Willkie is made more likely by the 
result of the latest “Gallup poll” óf public 
opinion, which indicates that, there is an over- 
whelming majority in the country in favour 
of the bill.

FIVE-HOUR RAIDS 


The communiqué, telling of the raids on 
Comiso and Catania, says that aircraft arrived 
over the target at intervals of twenty minutes, 
raided for five hours and dropped many 
bombs. At Jeast four aircraft were destroyed 
on the ground at Catania. Large fires were 
caused which were visible over sixty miles 
away. A hangar received a direct hit, result- 
ing in a heavy explosion. At Comiso fires 
were started which burned for a considerable 
period. All British aircraft returned safely. 


BATTLES OVER MALTA 


Aircraft carried uut, several raids on Malta 
during Tuesday night, but no damage was 
done co Government property and there were 
no casualties. This was announced in an 
official communiqué last night, adding that 
on Tuesday afternoon aircraft carried out an 
attach on ax R. A. F. detachment, but did not 
cause any appreciable damage.

WHY COLONEL KNOX 
“ OBJECTS

eet. 


The Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
meanwhile met secretly for final consideration 
of the British Aid Bill, which, it was pre- 
dicted, would be reported favourably out of 
Committee late this week or early next week. 

In explaining his point about a ‘‘balanced 
Fleet. Colonel Knox said that the Navy 
had no future prospects of being able to 
release destroyers, because ‘‘as more de- 
strovers are built we are building other ships, 
too. To transfer destroyers under such 
circumstances, he asserted, would leave the 
Fleet with an inadequate number of these 
vessels. 

Colonel Knox said:—‘‘We are using every 
known way to expedite destroyer construc- 
tion and the whole Navy programme. There 
is not an available yard that is not being 
used fully, and we are seeking now to build 
new yards.” 

Apart from destroyers, Colonel Knox said 
that there had heen no British requests for 
submarines or for any other part of the 
United States Fleet. 


WARSHIP CONSTRUCTION 
ENCOURAGING 


Colonel Knox reported that warship con- 
struction and deliveries of warplanes were u 
to schedule. and generally encouraging. 
Warships were 30 days to six months ahead. 
and aircraft deliveries were picking up, 
as the industry got into its stride after re- 
covering from the slump in production, due 
to the sudden demand for the expansion of 
facilities. 

Destroyer pioduction-time, he said, could be 
reduced further, and he noted that the de- 
alroyer, Edison. was completed in ten months 
—eight months ahead of the time table. 


TWO GROUPS OF OPINION 


Administration officials believed that after 
a preliminary study it might be possible to 
meet Mr. Willkie’s request for destroyers, 
partly or even completely. 

Outside the Naval service there were two 
groups of opinion. 

One held that with destroyer construction 
ahead of schedule, it would be possible to 
release some to Britain without cutting the 
present strength. This. Colonel Knox said. 
would leave him with an “unbalanced 
Navy.” 

The other school of thought was that 
Willkie’s request would cut, the United States 
destroyer strength from 30 to 60 per cent. 
within a year. | 

It was considered in some quarters that 
Mr. Willkie, with the votes of 22,000,000 
Americans at his back, as well as his wealth 
of first-hand’ Knowledge of Britain's situa- 
tion, might be able to sway public opinion 
sufficiently to make the Navy . Department 
send more destroyers. i 

Mr. Wendell Willkie said to-night that he 
had been advised by high authorities that 
additional destroyers could be transferred to 
Britain without injury to the defences of the 
United States.

THE BEST POLICY 


The proper policy was that the farmers 
should get a sufficient price to enable them 
to produce all that the people required at a 
reasonable profit, and if the Government 
Am had gone through that would have 
een assured. Was the Government to 
guarantee ‘everything and do everything for 
the farmers, even what they should do for 
themselves? The farmers should hold over 
their own crops instead of flooding the 
markets. Secondly, the farmers should co- 
operate and relieve the pressure on indi- 
viduals. The Minister gave Campile (County 
Wexford) Co-operative Society as an example 
of what, he said, should exist in all parts 
of the country. i 

Senator O'DONOVAN said that he pre- 
viously had referred to the Limerick farmers 
as lazy, but he objected strongly to the 
farmers being described as mendicants. 
Senator CUMMINS said that it was a pity 
there was not a spirit of co-operation culti- 
vated among the farming community and 
encouraged by the Government to prevent 
grave differences of opinion. A commission 
should be set up to plan a sound economy. 


TOWN AND COUNTRY

** Hostile. critics who took this view of the 
Irish leader are not an insignificant, reeal- 
eitrant minority. They represent a large 
group and must be reckoned with. This group 
would threaten civil war if British military 
incursions were ever countenanced by the 
Government. 

A greater obstacle even than this, from 
soy United States, which would overwhelm- 

ly oppose such unjustifiable action. 

“The British would have another war on 
their hands in Ireland, a war which might 
have more serious consequences than some 
| people think, as the expertence of the Black- 
afid-Tan struggle, 1916-20, demonstrates. 

At that time there was no military equip- 
ment in Ireland except what could be 3 
in and only guerrilla bands; vet the gallant 
fighting Irish fought the British soldiery for 
four years and were never conquered, even 
though 50,000 troops were sent by Mr. Lloyd 
George at one time to subdue them. 

Moreover, as in the case of a German 
occupation, food supplies so badly needed by 
Britain in its struggle would be cut off 
entirely in case of belligerency between the 
two islands. , 
Beware of prophecies in Europe! Yet 
it is entirely reasonable that de Valera may 
be able to maintain his imperilled and tenuous 
neutral course. 


Leopold; for Mr. de Valera is favoured by 
the Irish Sea. At the outset of the war he 
recognised that the small countries would be 
kicked about, and, as Mr. Churchill in one 
of his extraordinarily prophetic utterances 
predicted, would be destroyed one after 
another like the victims of a crocodile. 

Mr. de Valera is a mathematical idealist. 
with a realistic approach to affairs. 

He recognised that 3,000,000 people could 
not resist a determined attack by one of the 
great Powers, but he reasoned also that, if a 
considerable military commitment were neces- 
sary to take possession of tlie island, the gain 
might not be considered worth the necessary 
effort. . 

It was for this reason that he set about 
to increase his military forces, and develop- 
ments have shown. that his estimation of the 
situation was a sound one. It is bearing 
returns, 

There is nothing secure about Irish 
neutrality, but it is based on practical and 
realistic considerations, and, therefore, it may 
last longer than some prophets thmk. 

But, first and last, it is an Irish problem 
for Irish solution.” 


65,000 REGISTER IN 
TWO DAYS 


EVACUATION SCHEME 
FOR DUBLIN AREA

The number of people who had registered 
under the Government’s evacuation scheme 
on Tuesday night was approximately 65,000, 
it was stated officially last night. 

It was anticipated that, following Mr. de 

Valera’s broadcast address on the subject on 
Tuesday night, yesterday’s figures will show 
an increase on those for the previous days. 
The figure given for Monday was 32,000 and 
that for Tuesday was stated to be little short 
of 335,000. 
As on previous days, a large percentage of 
the forms were completed yesterday by 
people who are making their own arrange- 
ments for the reception of their families. 


BROADCAST APPEAL 


East and west of us the storm rises. The 
sea mines which rattle and explode against 
our coasts, the bombs which have fallen 
from the sky, the planes which have crashed, 
all taking their toll of life, tell us how 
serious the possibility*is that the storm may 
come closer around us,” said General Richard 
Mulcahy, T.D., last night, in a radio appeal 
to parents to register their children for 
evacuation. 

The blow, if it comes, he said, might come 
with suddenness; nevertheless, it could 
scarcely come without some kind of warn- 
ing. The Government registration plan was 
intended to put it in a position to take advan- 
tage of any period of warning to remove 
women and children and all others who could 
be moved away into greater safety and 
security. 

Three days still remained for registration. 
At each of the registration centres a large 
number of volunteers was carrying out the 
work of registration. No person should hesi- 
tate to inquire of them about any matter 
of difficulty or doubt. 

The Government considered that events 
might so turn as to bring with them the pos- 
sibility that Dublin City and other large 
centres of population may be bombed, not 
casually, but systematically and continuously. 
It was considered that this might occur at a 
time when necessary military movements 
would prevent any substantial transfer of 
population to the country. He urged lis- 
teners to co-operate with the Government in 
getting an evacuation register for the city 
and the borough of Dun Laoghaire prepared. 
The necessity for evacuation was one that 
might well arise, and, if it did, it would be a 
matter of life and death for many that it 
should take place quickly and efficiently.

GUILTY ON ONE COUNT

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE M. MAGUIRE.) 


After six days’ hearing the trial concluded 
yesterday of John J. Doyle, building con- 
tractor, Harold’s Cross, Dublin, who had 
been charged with having set fire to a house 
| at Scurlock’s Leap, Manor Kilbride, County 
Wicklow, with intent to defraud ; with having 
conspired to set fire to the house ; with having 
attempted to obtain from the Commercial In- 
surance Company, Ltd., Dublin, £300 and 
£800, by falsely pretending that the furniture 


fire. 
In his address to the jury, Mr. Justice 
Maguire said that the whole facts and 
circumstances of the case were very strange. 
The case for the prosecution was that the 
house was fired by five distinct fires, traces 
of which were found on different parts of the 
floors, and that the fires had been started by 
the accused man, or that he got some one to 
do it for him. The case for the defence was 
that the accused man had no hand, act or 
part in the burning; that he was most anxious 
to preserve this property, on which he had 
spent a great deal of money; that he could 
have sold the place to advantage, and that 
he did not make any false claims. 

The jury could approach the case better by 
considering first whether Doyle attempted to 
obtain money by false pretences; was a lot 
of old junk sent down to the house at 
Scurlock’s Leap to be burned, and then was 
the claim far in excess of the cost of replac- 
ing the furniture and restoring the house? 
If the jury came to the conclusion that the in- 
ference was irresistible that Doyle burned the 
house with intent to defraud, they would be 
justified in finding him guilty on that count. 
After an hour’s absence, the jury returned, 
and one of the members said that eleven 
of them were agreeable to deal with the 
case by considering the third and fourth 
charges first, as had been suggested by his 
Lordship, but that the foreman objected to 
this procedure. ; 

The foreman said that, from a conscientious 
point of view, first charge should be 
taken and decided before proceeding to deal 
with the others. 

Mr. Justice Maguire said that they should 
not allow a there technicality like that to 
upset the trial. They would have to facili- 
tate one another, as it would be a great 
hardship to have the defendant tried again. 

The jury again retired, and after a further 
hour's absence they returned and announced 
that they could come to an agreement on 
the charge of arson, but that they had found 
Doyle guilty on the charges attempting 
to obtain money by false pretences. By 
direction of the Judge, they found him 
“not guilty on the conspiracy charge. 

Mr. Justice uire aid he would ace 
their verdiet, and he directed Doyle to 
put back until Friday morning at 11.15.

THE SIGNING OF THE 
GUARANTEE

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE BLACK.) 


R. JAMES J. CLIFTON, retired official 

VN of the Munster and Leinster Bank, 
Ltd, and a former manager of the 

Bandon branch of the bank, continued his 
evidence on the resumed hearing of the action 
of Mrs. Kathleen McDonnell, Castlenalact, 
Bandon, against the bank. 
Mrs. McDonnell claims declarations that 
five accounts iv the Bandon branch of the 
bank were hers, and not her husband, 
William K. McDonnell’s; and that a letter 
of guarantee alleged to have been signed by 
her on April 23, 1929, 
guarantee the indebtedness of her husband, 
trading as McDonnell and Son, South Main 
street, Bandon, and ‘Castlenalact, up to 
£6,400 was void. 
The bank denied Mrs. McDonnell’s claim, 
and counter-claimed £7,482 odd, principal 
and interest, alleged to be due by her on 
foot of the letter of guarantee. 
Mr. J. A. Cosetllo, K. C., Mr. Barra 
O Briain, K. C., and Mr. Ashley Powell 
(instructed by Mr. M. Powell) appeared for 
Mrs. McDonnell; and Mr. Michael Binchy, 
K.C., Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. 
W. L. Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. P. J. 
O’Driscoll) for the bank. 
Mr. Sean MacBride (instructed by Messrs. 
Lehane and Hogan) watched the proceedings 
on behalf of Mr. William K. McDonnell; 
and Mr. V. Grogan (instructed by Messrs. 
R. Neville and Co.), on behalf of the 
McDonnell children. 


THE OVERDRAFTS 


Mr. Clifton gave details of the account 
of McDonnell and Son during a number of 
years. In May, 1923, the overdraft on the 
account was, he said, £5,892, and discount 
liabilities were £255, making a total of 
£6,147. The authorised overdraft at that 
time was £4,000. The head office of the bank 
was then pressing him to get the overdraft 
down to the limit, and that state of affairs 
had continued nearly all the time he was 
manager at Bandon. On December 19, 1925, 
the overdraft was £5,626, a figure which he 
arrived at by adding up the debits and 
credits of all the McDonnell accounts and 
subtracting the credits. 

Mr. McCarthy—It has been suggested—and 
sworn—that you returned cheques without 
any authority whatever from your head office 
to do so. 

Mr. Clifton—I never returned any cheques 
without authority to do so. 

Mr. McCarthy—Mrs. McDonnell has sworn, 
and Mr. McDonnell has used the same story, 
that after signing two documents in the 
absence of Mr. O’Donoghue, you said to Mrs. 
McDonnell, ‘‘ Please wait a moment; I have 
another document that I want you — 48 
Did anything like that happen on April 27— 
N 


o. 
Did you on April 2, apart from the two 
deeds, present another document to Mrs. 
McDonnell to sign! — None whatsoever. 
Mr. Clifton said that following the signing 
of the two deeds of charge he wrote to his 
head office on the same date, and referred to 
a letter of guarantee to be signed by Mrs. 
McDonnell ” He received a reply from the 
head office on April 5 i,n which it was stated 
that he should obtain a guarantee from Mrs. 
McDonnell, and on receipt of that letter on 
April 6, he sent for Mrs. McDonnell. 

r. McCarthy—Can you recollect what 
happened when she came in?—She asked me 
what I wanted her for and I said that I wanted 
her to sign this letter of guarantee. She 
said, What is that?“ I told her that it 
was a very important document guaranteeing 
Mr. McDonnell’s indebtedness to the bank to 
the extent of £6,400 in accordance with the 
requirements of the head office, as stated in 
their letter of January 19. J said. IL'II read 
it to you, Mrs. McDonnell, or better read it 
ourself.” She said, I will take your word 
or it.” She signed the document and 1 
witnessed it. 

Did you show her any part of the docu- 
ment ?—I showed her the front of it where 
the figures were filled in and then I turned 
it over and she signed it and I witnessed it. 


DATE ON THE GUARANTEE 


On April 23 did anything happen in re- 
spect of that guarantee Tes. I came 
across it in the letter case. I opened it and 
noticed that I had omitted to put in the 
date. I filled in that day’s date. 
Mr. Clifton said that on May 7 Mrs. 
McDonnell called at the bank and signed 
two printed forms of mortgage in respect of 
certain lands at Castlenalacht and at Finnis. 
“It has been sworn here,” said Mr. 
McCarthy, that following May 23, 1932, 
after Mr. O’Driscoll (solicitor for the bank) 
had written to Mrs. McDonnell referring to 
her guarantee for her husband, she came in 
to you and there was a stormy interview.’ 
“I do not remember any such interview, 
said Mr. Clifton. 
Mr. Clifton said that Mrs. McDonnell did 
not come in to him in 1932 and repudiate 
her liability under the guarantee, and it was 
not until September 13, 1937, when he re- 
ceived a letter from Messrs. Moloney and 
Little, solicitors, acting for Mrs. McDonnell, 
that the guarantee ever had been questioned 
November 19, 1937, was the first time M 
McDonnell referred to it. i 
Cross-examined by Mr. Costello, Mr. 
Clifton said that he had been handling guar- 
antees for about 28 years and he never had 
thought it necessary to send a guarantee to 
) knew that Mr. Cusack, 
solicitor, had been acting for Mrs. McDon- 
nell.

—We gave them more than we had security 
for. Mr. Clifton added that £1,046 was 
advanced beyond the authorised overdraft.
